Pacific Trade Vital 
Shares of shipping, iron, steel 
and munitions firms suffered most 
in the m a rket decline, which did 
not extend to commodities such 
as rubber, cotton and wheat.

divided by the n a r r o w Canal / o n e strip, 
is one of the least familiar of the nations 
of the W estern Hemisphere. 
The Republic of Panam a often makes 
news for papers of the United States be­ 
cause of this c o u n t r y * relations with it. 
The United States leased a ten-mile strip 
from P a n a m a in 1003, which forms the 
P a n a m a Canal Zone. The price was $ I * * ,- 
000,000 in cash a t the time and an annual 
paym ent of $250,000. W hen Congress o u t ­ 
lawed all gold payments. P a n am a d e m a n d ­ 
ed its annual pay m en t in gold, but the in­ 
ternational controversy was settled a m ic a­ 
bly. 
Panam a, th e Republic, is one ot the in­ 
fants of the W estern Hemisphere, both in 
area and age. But the history of the region 
dates back to th e time of the earliest E u ­ 
ropean explorers of the New World, for 
Columbus cruised in Panam anian bays on 
his fourth voyage in search of a short-cut 
from Europe to Cathay. Balboa crossed 
this lean neck of land to discover the 
Pacific Ocean. L ater it enjoyed high ran k 
am ong 
the 
leading 
Spanish 
colonies of 
the world because rich colonists on the 
west coast of South America preferred tc 
cross it r a th e r t h a n to double Cape Horn 
on their way to Europe. P a n a m a ’s real a d ­ 
vancement, however, dates from Novem­ 
ber 3. 1903, when the area changed fron 
a departm ent of Colombia to an indepen*! 
ent state. 
Shaped like a crawling caterpillar, with 
its head to uchin g Costa Rica on the north 
and 
its tail 
reaching southward 
to the 
forested m o u n ta in s of Colombia, Panama 
is known to few people beyond its border! 
because its fam e is overshadowed by the 
importance to the world of the P an am a 
Canal and th e P an am a Canal Zone. Th* 
( anal Zone, however, is merely a ten-mil* 
wide strip across the isthmus, while th* 
republic covers an area equal to that of 
th* State of Maine The population of th* 
republic is about 500.000, while the IO to 
census show*? that the Canal Zone has a 
population of 51,>*30. 
When the traveler who likes large cities 
and vast cultivated areas learns from his 
guidebook that more than half of P anam a 
is unoccupied an*! a portion of the occup­ 
ied area is poorly cultivated, he visualizes 
a wild. undeveloped, poverty-stricken re­ 
gion of little interest. It is trite that pro­ 
gress is difficult in many parts of the re ­ 
public.
